1. (Currently Amended) An electro luminescence display, comprising: 

an electro-luminescence panel having a first face including a display area and an opposite 
face having a non-display area; 

driving circuit boards for applying driving signals to a gate line and a data line coupled 
directly to the opposite face having the non-display area of the electro-luminescence panel; 

first electrical pads located on an inside perimeter of the opposite face of the electro- 
luminescence panel; 

second electrical pads located on the driving circuit boards corresponding to and aligned 
with the first electrical pads located on the inside perimeter of the opposite face of the 
electroluminescence panel; and 

tape carrier packages contacting the first electrical pads on the opposite face of the 
electroluminescence panel and the driving circuit board second electrical pads located on the 
driving circuit boards , and being coupled directly to substantially the entire length of the 
opposite side of the electroluminescense electroluminescence panel located between the second 
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electrical pads located on the driving circuit boards and the first electrical pads located on the 
electroluminescence panel in a planar state. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1, 2, and 7-10 
are allowable because the instant application is directed to a nonobvious improvement over the 
invention described in patent No.: US 6,275,220 (Nitta) and US 6,774,872 (Kawada et al). The 
improvement comprise: first electrical pads located on an inside perimeter of the opposite face of 
the electroluminescence panel; second electrical pads located on the driving circuit boards 
corresponding to and aligned with the first electrical pads located on the inside perimeter of the 
opposite face of the electroluminescence panel; and tape carrier packages contacting the first 
electrical pads on the opposite face of the electroluminescence panel and the second electrical 
pads located on the driving circuit boards, and being coupled directly to substantially the entire 
length of the opposite side of the electroluminescence panel located between the second 
electrical pads located on the driving circuit boards and the first electrical pads located on the 
electro-luminescence panel in a planar state. This patentable distinction is included in 
independent claim 1.
